The two 
women passengers, Elsie McDonald and 
a colored woman named Lawrence, re- 
mained In their staterooms all night and 
left their compartments on Saturday 
morning when they w«re ordered to taka 
to the boats. 


Even after the flooding of th« saloon,

LOCAL NEWS 


DETECTIVES FOLLOW GAME LAWS 


Recent Trips Through Western Massa- 
chusetts Show Laws to be Observed 


The $late fish and game commission 


is solicitous respecting the operation of 
the new law passed by the last legisla- 
ture- relating to game birds all over tho 
btate, and recently sent its detectives 
through western Massachusetts. 
The 


wardens report that the law is accom- 
plishing the desired result, inasmuch 
as no snares have been discovered m 
the territory visited, whilf market 
hunters fear the law so much that 
there are no partridges offered "or sale 
in the market or oat, although the de- 
mand is ureat. 


If the market hunters arc selling ruf- 


fed grouse and v. 
rJ"t. 'k, the sales are 


made with groat s ci (—, Tho detec- 
tives have discovered some cases where 
hotel proprietors have served ruffed 
grouse to their ffu*-sts under the guise 
of pinnated prmico Tiourninr r"n—-, "r 
prairie chickpn. The *iotel men declnre 
emphatically that the b:,ds were giv«*n 
to th^rn. and that they fhprefor° have 
a perfect right to serve them. 


An authority on the law states that 


if the landlord of a hotel serves ruffpd 
srrouse to a registered gupst of his lin- 
tel it is assumed that the guest paid 
for his meal, Ir which event the hotfl 
keep has flagrantly violated the pub- 
lic statutes and is liable to prosecu- 
tion. 


The detectives have secured evidence 


in several cases and hotel men gener- 
ally will be much interested in the 
outcome of the test case. 


It has also been discovered that some 


innkeepers as -well as proprietors of 
cafes are selling- these prohibited birds 
as cold storage fowls, 
carried 
over 


from last year. They allege that last 
season when the law allowed them to 
dispose of the partridge and woodcock 
they bought up an almost unfailing 
supply and placed the collection in cold 
storage. 


The detectives say birds were shot 


this season and that those who serve 
cold storage birds, which come under 
the ban, and take pay from their guests 
lay themselves liable to a heavy fine 
whether they are killed this or last 
season. 


The sportsmen are letting the ruffed 


grouse alone this season and are turn- 
ing their attention to quail. The cov- 
ers are nearly depleted of partridges, 
and the law recently enacted is their 


i only salvation. The 
detectives will 


I continue to ransack the covers of west- 


ern New England until December 1.

"It was in the north some years ago," 


remarked the city editor. "We had a 
man on the paper who was simply a 
crank on homicides, and he was more 
than a mere reporter, for he had de- 
tective talent of the highest order. He 
didn't care much for the common 
crimes—burglaries, larcenies and such— 
but give him a good, mysterious mur- 
der and he was splendid.

Otherwise I might not have to tell this 
story. 


"One morning the body of a fine 


looking man was found in an alley ad- 
joining the electric light works in the 
very heart of the town. The afternoon 
papers bad a chance at it. but didn't 
make much out of i1, so I at once as- 
signed it to Jon. •-, as we will call him. 
Althoush IIP did not show up at the 
usual Lour, I had no doubt he was al- 
ready at work on it, as it was as mys- 
terious a case as even be could desire. 


"The victim was identified as a trav- 


eler who had just arrived, and so far 
as known he had no friends or ac- 
quaintances in the town. It was not a 
case of robbery, for all his money and 
valuables were left on his body.

accuracy ami (Utail that would have 
been impossible for one who had not 
studied It closely. The selection of the 
spot wa.s oxplnlnod by the fact that the 
bright electric llgbt strearnin-j through 
the windows nf Hie engine house made 
it impossible for the passerby to see 
into the «h!!'l«rn s. Thus, while impen- 
etrable tiai'lcnys1; screened the assassin, 
the rattk- a:id roar of the machinery 
near by drowned all sounds of tha 
struggle of the falling body. 


"The Mow on the head, he demon- 


strated, must have been from a stick, 
while the wound through the heart 
could only have been made by one of 
those long, fisiu lilmK'd stilettos of Ital- 
ian make. Furthermore, the fact that 
this peculiar weapon was driven home 
with a firm hand after the victim had! 
been stunned by a blow on the bead 
Indicated premeditated and deliberate 
murder, while the theory of robbery, 
was disproved by the- fact that the 
man's valuables had been untouched. 
The only reliable theory, therefore, 
was that the motive of the murderer 
was revenge. 


"A more masterly analysis of a case 


I never read, but here he branched off 
Into what I at first supposed to be 
purely imaginary speculations as to 
the wrong wliic1! had led the murderer 
to seek the life of the unknown man. 
These seemed purposely vague at first, 
but gath-Tp'l in strength and certainty 
until 1 cm;, hided that he must have 
some good, foundation for them. Start- 
Ing with ii\ p.,'theses, he soon began to 
state them r.s facts. He described how 
the dead man, a once trusted friend, 
had entered the home of another, how 
by subtle wiles and deceit he had stolen 
the love of his wife; then followed an 
elopement and the breaking up of that 
once happy home.

committed, and how he had destroyed 
the only clews—a couple of letters in 
the pockets of the dead man—and final- 
ly made his own escape, the secret safe 
in his own heart alone. 


"As I read this remarkable tale 


through the conviction forced itself up- 
on me that this was the absolute truth. 
If the writer himself had committed 
the deed, he could not have described it 
more graph'-cnUy. Suddenly the thought 
flashed over me, Could he describe such 
a crime thus without having in fact 
committed it?
